There was serious 
fig-Mum- and sliootiiig in the loop early in the forenoon. 
The exclusive North" Side residential district received a 
touch of disorder. 


Killings continued after daybreak, bringing the num- 


ber of dead, in police reports, up to 25 by mid-forenoon 
and hundreds were injured. The police had under inves- 
tigation three other reported killings. The list of 25 in- 
cluded 14 whites and 11 negroes.

The police devoted much of their 


activity to clearing Ihe streets of 
negroes, and many of the fatalities 
resulted from the .recalcitrancy of 
the blacks against the order to dis- 
perse. In one crowd at 35th street 
and State street, former Alderman 
De Priest, a negro was with a cibwd 
of blacks ordered to scatter. They 
refused despite the <pleadlnj; of the 
foriaer alderman and two negro po- 
lice sergeants and the officer* tired 
into the assembly, killing four and 
barely missing De Priest.
